My mother's neighbors, as I 
recall, washed clothe* on Mon- 
day. Monday was automatically 
a no-bonfire day. If, lor some 
reason, one of the neighbors 
couldn't wash on Monday she 
was granted amnesty, say on 
Wednesday. If it rained on Mon- 
day, protocol called for the stand- 
ing agreement to shift to Tues- 
day. 
So it went. In my recollection, 


there were no departures. Should 
any careless neighbor burn a twig 
on wash-day, it called lor a diplo- 
matic apology to mend the strained 
relations. Anyway It worked in 
rood neighborly fashion.

Th« other day I received a note 


from a woman who is having 
trouble with '-smudge" fires (and 
probably cement dust). 


She relates that while visiting 


friends one evening, the smudge 
from the neighbor's rubbish was so 
bad they could not sit on the porch. 
The next night it was almost as 
bad and the house was full of 
smoke although the windows were 
closed. 


She write*, "Please write in 


your column about people burn- 
ing: rubbish and allowing it to 
smudge. I have NEVER done it, 
for my first thoughts would be. *I 
would not want it done to me.' 


"I had to ask my neighbor 


once if I could put a smudge out 
and h« was willing. He didn't 
realize it bothered and he has 
been thoughtful ever since."

Tha question of smudge fires ie 


a delicate one come these autumn 
days. Poets have raved about the 
smell of burning leaves, but toss 
in a bit of garbage and the odor is 
awful. 


I suppose the only remedy for 


the "Mnudge" fires caused by 
garbage is not to burn garbage 
openly but to tarn it over to the 
garbage disposal men. The leaf- 
burning win remain a necessary 
evil. If the leaves are allowed to 
dry, they will burn briskly and 
the fumes will be less of a nui- 
sance. 
To the writer who begged me to 


wnte about "smudges." I hope 
those unneighborly neighbors will 
be a bit more considerate just as 
your neighbor was when you re- 
minded him of the nuisance he had 
caused. 


At any rate. I've done my best 


to better the lot of the housewives 
—for this year.

Lack was shot to death May 29.

Will Continue 
7 or 8 Years 


I. R. Tannehill. assistant chief of 


the U. S. Weather Bureau, says 
the country is in a dry cycle that 
is likely to continue seven or eight 
years longer. 


Writing in Country Gentleman, 


Tannehill bases .his prediction on 
past records of dry and wet per- 
iods that* correspond to aunspot 
activity. 


"This period of years from wet 


to dry and back to wet again 
ranges from 20 to 24 years but av- 
erages 22 years," he writes. "It 
corresponds with what is known as 
the 'Hale double sunspot cycle1. 
after its discovery in 1908 by an 
astronomer named George Hale. 
Just how this solar influence causes 
these changes in our weather no 
one at present knows for sure. But 
it ie a curious fact that these 
changes to dry and back again to 
wet start about three years before 
each low point in sunspot activ- 
ity/' 


Dry cycles began a few years' 


before the lowest sunspot activity 
of 1889, 1913 and 1933. The present 
low point of sunspot activity is not 
definitely determined yet, but it is 
likey that 1954 will prove to be the 
minimum sunspot year.

IF A CLUBFOOT remains un-

CHICAGO (ft—A. surgeon blamed 


cigarettes, cocktails and the "cof- 
fee break" today for an increase in 
the ulcer rate among women. 


Dr. Leo J. Starry, professor of 


surgery at the University of Okla- 
homa Medical School, said the in- 
cidence of the serious, bleeding- 
type ulcer has increased among 
both men and women in the last 
10 years, but at a faster clip for 
women. 


One of every four ulcer sufferers 


today is a woman. The ratio for- 
merly was one in five. 


Dr. Starry said the coffee break 


now is standard practice in many 
offices and industrial 
establish- 


ments. 


He believes this has resulted in 


a higher rate of coffee and cig- 
arette consumption among women 
workers 


Cocktail parties, he said, could 


help account for an increase in the 
ulcer rate of both sexes. 


In a speech and interview at the 


annual congress of the United 
States and Canadian sections of 
the International College of Sur- 
geons, he said cigarettes, coffee 
and alcohol stimulate the secretion 
of ulcer-producing acids 


The cigarette and coffee taken 


together during a short 
coffee 


bieak is especially hazardous for 
some people he added, because 
no food is taken to act as a buffer 
for the acids 


His study was based on 437 cases 


of bleeding ulcers, 27 per cent of 
whom were women.

East and West signed a collective 
security pact today which in effect 
warns the Communists against any 
farther aggression In Southeast 
Asia. 


It took just three days for the 


United States. France. Great Brit- 
ain. Australia, New Zealand. Thai- 
land. Pakistan and the Philippines 
to reach complete accord. 


The treaty hangs a big "no tres- 


passing" sign on small nations in 
the area. It binds the eight nations 
militarily and economically and 
declares each party will meet the 
"common danger" of armed at- 
tack in the treaty area or against 
any member "in accordance with 
us constitutional processes." 


Defines Treaty Ar*a 


The "hands off" warning to the 


Communists defined 
the 
treaty 


area as "the general area of South- 
east Asia, including also the en- 
tire territories of the Asian parties, 
and the general area of the South- 
west Pacific, not including the 
Pacific area north of 21 degrees 
30 minutes north latitude.1' 


The last definition would extend 


the treaty just north of the north- 
ern tip of the Philippines, but short 
of Chinese Nationalist Formosa. 


The treaty stipulated that other 


countries could join. 


The pact also: 
1. Calls for consultation and co- 


operation among members to de- 
velope economic measures "de- 
signed to promote economic sta 
bihty and social well-being" in 
Southeast Asia.

side the country. 


4. Upholds the charter of the 


United Nations.

proved a "Pacific Charter" for this 
region.
